Response to Amendment 

The amendments of 8/1 1/2009 are sufficient to overcome all rejections under 
Sections 101 and 112, and all rejections are withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a system or method for intercepting trading information 
between a trader and an executing broker, and using it to calculate and distribute step- 
out payments to research brokers who performed unbundled research services for the 
trader or principal, while not disclosing to those research brokers the trades from which 
their payments originate. Systems for managing the payment of soft-dollar commission 
invoices appear to be the closest art, but are significantly different from step-out 
payments, as discussed in Applicant's arguments of 2/17/2009. It would not be obvious 
to combine a soft-dollar payment management system with any suggestion of 
anonymous trading or anonymous reporting, since it would not have all the limitations of 
the claim for calculating and paying step-out payments anonymously, so that trade 
positions and volumes are not revealed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
